ET us return to the Persian em- 

pire as it was in the sixth cen- 

tury before Christ, the period 
when the semi-legendary kings bore 
sway at Rome, when the learned ty- 
rant, Pisistratus, ruled at Athens and 
when the Jews were ending their cap- 
tivity on the banks of the Euphrates. 
It was then the most extensive, the 
best organized and the most wisely 
administered state which Asia had 
seen. 

But already active tm it were germs 
of decay. The mertial virtues of the 
Medes and Persians, staiwart children 
of the hills; their temperance, frugal- 
ity and energy were undermined. 
Even tbeir religion, which their magi 
hc. attained on the mountains in the 
contemplation of the stars, could not 
save them. Raised suddenly and 
to unbounded af- 

uence, they were like upers who 
fallen heirs to an es8- 

The conquered civilization of the 
Tigris-Euphrates basin thus took a 
speedy revenge upon its conquerors, 
The empire sunk into an immense, in- 
ert, though still living, mags. The 
invasions of Greece it attempted dem- 
‘onstrated its inability to attack. 
Xenophon and his ten thousand, 
marching across Asia Minor to Cu- 
naxa, demonstrated its incapacity for 
self-defense. No nation and no ruler 
ever fell more ingloriously than did 
the Persian empire and its last sov- 
ereign when assailed by Alexahder and 
his handful of Grecks. The Greco- 
Asiatic kingdoms, which arose under 
crowned generals after the death of 
the great conqueror, were determined 
by the natural conditions which the 
rivers and the mountains impose. 

Asiatic geography nad overborne 
Alexander himself. The twelve altars 
which, according to tradition, he 
erected to mark the extreme limit of 
his triumphant course, had their loca- 
tion dictated by geography. He had 
pushed on where no other European 
had ever becon. But even he, the un- 
conquerable, could push no farther. 

The Roman succdeded the Greek, but 
the base from which he made his at- 
tack was farther away. Rome weak- 
ened as the distance emncreased from 
her vital center, the Mediterranean 
Sen. Her legions carried thefr eagles 
up to the sources of the uphrates 
and Tigris, and to the bor © = of the 
Syrian Desert, west of old Ch dea. 
Ores that territory, mostly em ced 
in Asia Minor and Syria, the arms and 
diplomacy of the two continents have 
contended ever since. 

Thus far we have paid chief atten- 
tion to two inseparable physical fac- 
tors, the mountains and rivers; the 
mountains as determining the nature 
of the rivers in their volume and di- 
rection; the rivers as determining the 
fertility and extent of the alluvial 
plains. There remains a third factor 
to consider, hardly less impértant, the 
desert or steppe. 

The steppe is itself a consequence 
of climate and soil. Almost all Asia 
is situated in the temperate zone. Only 
& portion of its three southern penin- 
sulas are south of the tropic. But the 
Tian Shan and Kuenluen stand in the 
way of the summer winds freighted 
with moisture from the eastern seas. 
In consequence little rain falls, west 
of those ranges, over an area meas- 
ured by hundreds of thousands of 
square miles. Nor are the conditions 
greatly different through an enormous 
tract south of the Altai Mountains. In 
winter the prevailing winds are from 
the mainland teward the ocean and 
are naturally dry. The parched soil 
or sand, wind-blown, prevents the 
growth of trees, in which both the 
steppe and the desert are wanting. 
The difference between them is one of 
degrees, the desert being the drier, 
drearier and more desolate of the two. 
Yet some rivers from the mountains, 
before they lose themselves in the 
sands or reach the brackish inland 
Aral Sea, form oases in the wilder- 
ness or afford means for irrigation 
along their banks. Still the popula- 
tion of the steppe can never be rela- 
tively nmumerous nor can it have its 
habitation permanent and fixed. The 
people born upon it must be nomads 
from the start, and never can attain 
a high degree of civilization. The re- 
gion must react upon character and 
render its children es unreliable and 
as merciless as their sands. Their own 
lives and the lives of others can pos- 
sess no saieredness and little value. 
Trained by the nature amid which 
they are born, in war it is their 
pastime not only to kill and conquer, 
but to destroy. Only a child of the 
desert could haye boasted that, where 
his horse's hoof fell, no grass ever 


grew. 

Protected by their encircling moun- 
tains in the infancy of the race, the 
favored dwellers in the river basins

In religious in- 
fluence it has been inferior only to 
Judea. It concentrates all itewas and 
has been in the life and deeds of a 
single man. Since Christ was born at 
Bethiechem, no other human being has 
wielded so large and permanent an 
authority, has cast so large a shadow. 
at Mohammed, the camel-driver of 
Mecca, the prophet of Arabia. 

Arabia is an immense rectangular 
block of land, over a million square 
miles in area, suspended between the

The crusades were 
but an episode jn the unended line of 
consequences that have followed that 
outburst from Arabla. No other cause 
has so modified the current of subse- 
quent history. Few other causes are 


It would be a stimulating and fruit- 
ful task to linger upon the war geog- 
raphy of Asia as determining its life 
and history during the Middle Ages, 
and in modern times. Progress in 
civilization is indicated by the. degree 
wherein man rises superior to and 
utilizes the farces of nature. Yet this 
superiority is only retative. Men is 
still for the most part the creature of 
circumstances. The roads along which 
His armies march, the fields whereon 
they battle, the limits of nascent 
states, the occupations of thetr inhabi- 
tants, the aptitudes and inclinations 
of dwetlers upon certain’ territory— 
concerning these and kindred things, 
nature, by soll and climate and eleva- 
tion and every physical characteristic, 
uttered her flat at the creation of the 
world. 

There are certain matters of special 
interest to remark as we contemplate 
the present map of Asia. 


One is the unequal distribution of 
population, some regions being hardly 
occupied by man and others being 
erowded almost beyond their ability to 
afford to support. In all Asia there 
are supposed to be 850,000,000 human 
beings, or fifty-six persons to a square 
mile. Yet 700,000,000 persons, fifteen- 
seventeenths of this overwhelming 
host, are packed at the rate of 117 per 
square mile into China and _ India, 
which together include only two-fifths 
of the entire Asiatic territory. On 
the 1)300,000 square miles which make 
up China proper, 383,000,000 persons, or 
294 to the square mile, manage to ex- 
ist. But the remaining 2,800,000 square 
miles of the Chinese empire support 
only 19,000,000 souls, or not quite seven, 
to the square mile. Mountainous Per- 
sia has 650,000 square miles of territory 
and 8,000,000 people, er twelve to the 
square mile. Hence, we see that the 
relations of domicile have remained 
unchanged from antiquity. The river 
basins, like magnets, still attract ag- 
giomerations of humen life, while only 
sparse and scattered tribes linger on 
the mountain or steppe. 

Another striking fact is the definite- 
ness of the boundaries. The physical 
map might almost serve as the polit- 
ical map, with so much docility have 
political systems adopted the limits 
which physical consicerations have 
prescribed. There is nothing here of 
that artificial delineation of frontier, 
of following parallels of latitude and 
meridians, which European  agree- 


familiar on the map of Africa. Mod- 
ern conquest has semetimes ignored 
natural landmarks and sought to di- 
vide the indivisible. Thus Russia, 
Persia and the Ottoman empire each 
holds a third of Mount Ararat. Thus 
the western powers, with isolated pos- 
eersions, dot the coast of China. Gen- 
erally, however, it Is the flowing riveg 
or the mountain line that traces where 
one dominion ends and another ‘be- 
gins. 


Another fact, more impressive and 
suggestive, is the weakness and pa- 
ralysis which has fallen on such of 
the Asiatic states as still profess a 
nominal independence. What one is 
there whose theory of government, 
whose system of education or whose 
military prowess, the rest of the world 
regards? The isiand empire of Japan 
is the sole exception. But only the 
veneecring of western ideas, which she 
has assumed as to administration and 
military affairs, gives her dignity. 
Japan is respectable and _ strong 
among the nations only so far as she 
ceased to be Asiatic. Her future is 
secure only on the essential condition 
that there be no relapse into the ori- 
ental torpor from which she was 
roused by Commodore Perry and the 
American squadron in 1853. The other 
“Independent” states are Persia, Af- 
ghanistan, Siam, China and Korea. 
The Ottoman empire, though Asiatic 
in origin and faith and Asiatic in most 
of ite territory, has its capital in Eu- 
rope and is to be reckoned a European 
power. 

The last fact to recognize is this: 
Asia, with the excepiton of Japan, has 
already passed or is fast passing into 
European ownership and control. There 
are few islands anywhere along its ex- 
tended coast over which there does not 
float a foreign flag. There is no Asiatic 
court in which the influence of me 
foreign state is not predominant. Per- 
sia and Korea are subservient to Rus- 
sia, Siam to Great Britain, Afghanis- 
tan to both, ana China first to Rus- 
sia and then to all the powers. Not 
one of those States dares rform an 
official act or take an official step 
of which its “protector” does not ap- 
prove. But by far the largest portion 
of the continent is under the direct 
administration of European rulers and 
is reckoned their territorial posses- 
sion.

RUSTS IN ENGLAND. 

Editor Harmsworth of the London 

Mail, who is touring the United States, 
was interviewed recently upon the sub- 
ject of trusts. He was asked, among 
other things, if there were trusts in 
England to the extent that we have 
them in the United States. He replied 
emphatically in the affirmative, and 
asked the interviewer if he had ever 
heard of the railroad trust in England. 
“Tt is,” said Mr. Harmsworth, “the 
most complete trust that was ever 
formed. The success of centralization 
and concentration in business mat- 
ters,” he added, “will inevitably tend 
to the creation of more trusts. The 
habit of imitation is strong.” 
B A few years ago the opponents of 
the protective-tariff system vigorously 
asserted that protection was responsi- 
ble for all or most of the truste in this 
country. When, later, the fact was 
demonstrated that in Great Britain, a 
free-trade nation, trusts were even 
more numerous and powerful than they 
were in the United States, under a pro- 
tective-tariff system, the advocates of 
free trade changed their tactics some- 
what and declared that the Republican 
party had built up the trusts by par- 
tial and unjust legislation. 

The latter charge is no nearer true 
than the former. The Republican party 
has no footing in England, yet Eng- 
land is “plastered over with trusts,” as 
Mr. Blaine expressed it. The preva- 
lence of these industrial combinations 
in England is therefore neither due to 
tariff protection nor to Republican leg- 
islation, for England has neither. 

The truth of the matter ise—and it is 
obvious to any intelligent mind—that 
the modern industrial combination, or 
trust, is attributable to no political 
party and to no economic system. It is 
merely a phase of modern industrial 
development; an invention of which 
Nocessity is to a considerable extent 
the mother. Not all its methods are 
wrong. Not all its influences and re- 
sults are evil. 

The trust problem will probably 
work out its own satisfactory solution 
in the processes of industrial evolution.

THE CONNECTION. 

This follows on the pzrabie of the ten 
virgins. That teaches the disciples to 
be prepared for the coming of Christ 
and all possible emergencies; this 
teaches fidelity to the opportunities 
that would be given them for the serv- 
ier, till that great climax should 
come. This must be distinguished aiso 
from the parable of the Pounds spoken 
four or five days before at Jerico. 
To adopt Bruce's statement, . that 
taught that unequal fidelity to the 
use of equal endowments would be 
unequally rewarded; this teaches that 
equal fidelity in the same use of une- 
qual endowments would be equally re- 
warded. The talent was a denomina- 
tien of money, the very largest they 
had. It came to be used of any very 
valuable thing, but as the most valua- 
bie thing is the soul or mind, it now 
means some quality of the soul. But 
in the parable it was money, some- 
thing epart from one’s soul and was 
bestowed in proportion to one's ability, 
or talent in the modern use of the 
word. It stands for opportunity, of 
whatever kind. Fidelity to opportu- 
nity is the teaching of the parable. 

THE LESSON. 

“The Opportunity Given.” (Verses 14-15.) 

“For it is as when a man,. going into 
another country, called his own serv- 
ants, and delivered unto them his goods, 
And unto one he gave five talents, to 
another two, and to another one; to 
each eccording to his several ability; 
and he went on his journey.” 

He thus Informs the eager disciples 
that the consummatinon.of which they 
were inquiring was far enough off to 
allow them time for work. The figure 
of a man goirg into “another country” 
means some lapse of time. Further 
on He speaks of returning “after a long 
time” and we also learn that the serv- 
ants have had time to double the 
capital he gavy them to handle. - 

He also teachc. them that they were 
to be busy all that time, for He gives 
them something to do that wil! require 
constant work; He requires a rigid ac- 
count of ther. on His return and He 
puts the one piece of work unfinished 
at His return in the hands of one who 
wit do it. The work is there to be 
done and they are there to do it. 
No excuse will be taken. That work 
must be done promptly, cheerfully, 
and earnestly. 

He essures them atso that each is 
to have an opportunity to do his 
work. That is what the money means. 
That opportunity is personal and 
adapted to each one’s ability. The tal- 
ent was the name of a large sum of 
money, probably equal in purchasing 
power to about $12,000 in our money. 
P~ knows His servants perfectly, be- 
cause He has seen their ability mani- 
fested or seen the signs of undeveloped 
ability. He treats us fairly, not giv- 
ing to the man that can only use a small 
opportunity more than that, nor giving 
lees than he can use to the one capable 
of large things. If work is to be done 
and the disciples are commanded to 
work, the work is selected for each 
onc, intelligently, justly, authorita- 
tively. It meant that each of these 
disciples to whom Jesus spoke and 
every other one in all the time till 
the comsummation would have oppor- 
unity, fitted to him like a garment. 
No one ts without it save the one from 
whom it is taken because of his un- 
faithfulness and consequent loss of 
ability. This was an admirable ar- 
rangement of the householder. He 
owned the servants and their time, the 
money and its time; he assigned the 
amounts suitably; he went away and 
stayed long enough to let them accom- 
plish something and show what was in 
them. Servants often had executive 
position of responsibility and this was 
not unusual. 


“The Opportunity Used and Mirused."" (Verses 
16-18.) 


“Straightway he that received five 
talents went and traded with them, 
and made other five talents. In like 
manner he also that received the two 
gained other two. But he that received 
the one went away and digged in the 
earth, and hid his Lord’s money.” 

Two of them began at once—"straight- 
way;” put themselves into their task— 
“traded with them,” or rather “labored 
with them.” which involved careful 
study of the various ways of handling 
money and the choice of the best, in- 
dustrious and intelligent use of the 
money when invested and in it all kept 
a clear sense of the fact that they 
were not owners but trustees of the 
money: when their Master returned 
they were ready for a reckoning. Each 
was sensitive to his opportunity know- 
ing that it also meant responsibility as 
well: each was wise and industrious 
with steady fidelity and honest inten- 
tions: each did his very best, willing 
to do his own work without envy of 
the other. That is a fine picture of 
Christ's @isciples. Each has his own 
work to do; those of special ability are 
given large tasks: each may be just 
es good and faithful and true as any 
other, however different they may be 
in ability. 

The one man was a failure. He might 
have been just as faithful as these 
other two and been ranked with them. 
But for some reason he gave no thought 
to his task, no time, no effort. He did 
nothing.

ICIOUS PLAGUE BILLS 
STRENUOUSLY FOUGHT. 


COMMERCIAL INTERESTS PRESENT 
AN EMPHATIC PROTEST. 
Objections Argued Before Assembly 
Judiciary Committee Along the Lines 


of Legality—Grove Johnson Defends 
the Governor’s Measures. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SA ENTO, Feb. 8—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The commercial interests 
of San Francisco made another earnest 
and emphatic protest tonight against 
the two plague bills introduced by 
Pendleton at the instance of the Gov- 
ernor. One gives absolute power in 
certain cases to the State Board of 
Health. The other is more vicious. It 
makes the possession of germs of dis- 
ease, for whatever purpose, and their 
handling in almost any manner a fel- 
ony, and also makes the publication of 
the fact of a case of Asiatic cholera 
or bubonic plague a felony. 

A delegation of eight prominent busi- 
ness men, representing the various 
¢ommercial organizations of San Fran- 
cisco, accompanied by two members of 
the Board of Health of that city, made 
the trip to Sacramento tonight to ap- 
pear before the Assembly Judiciary 
Committee, to whom the bills had been 
referred when it was seen a few days 
ago that the opposition in the Assem- 
bly was strong enough to endanger the 
bills. The delegation was headed by 
W. R. Wheeler, chairman of the San 
Francisco Committee on Commerce, 4 
joint committee of many commercial 
bodies. 

The presentation was along much the 
same lines as that before the joint 
committees om health Tuesday evening, 
except that the objections were argued 
more along lines of the legality of the 
bills. Charlies E. Taylor, Esq., pre- 
sented the legal side of the case. Dr. 
J. M. Williamson of the San Francisco 
Board of Health the medica! features, 
and Hugh Craig the objections from 
a commercial standpoint.

MELICK HAS AN AMENDMENT.
